tswefl. Incidentally, however, many local peculiarities arc recorded, and many words 
which bare crept into the patois of towns such as Singapore and Penang fall naturally 
within the scope of this work. 

Quotations from every department of Malay literature have been used to illustrate 
the range and meaning of words and expressions. References to the book quoted are 
given so as to render it easy for the advanced student not only to see for himself how 
a word is used, but also where it is used, and to judge of its antiquity and of the class 
nf literature in which it is found. Many Malay works have, of course, never been 
printed; in such cases a reference is given to the name (generally well-known) of the 
work itself, while the original Manuscript copies used by the author have been 
presented to the University Library at Cambridge, where they are available for refer¬ 
ence by students. Advantage has been taken of the numerous proverbs and idiomatic 
savings in use among natives, and though the Dictionary cannot be said to have 
nhroted this very' interesting department of Malay research it will, it is hoped, be 
found to have dealt sufficiently with it. 

The work will contain besides the Dictionary proper a general introduction on the 
waives and history of the Malay language; appendices on its orthography and 
liteitnre, and an index for the use of those to whom the Arabic character is 
ciftmiliar. The preparation of this index and the adoption of a consistent system of 
Malay spelling should add to the usefulness of a book which is primarily intended to 
fee a work of reference.
